_ PACK THE BREAKING 


Newcomers and others who 

are breaking land throughout

Mois- 
ture and heat. are two requisites 
for rapid decomposition. This is 
much better than to have the 
sod dry out, which is'sure to 
happen _ if: the furrow slice is 
turned over

low the moisture to dry out 
and the furrow slice and _ the 
land underneath. 
_~ Old land can be plowed dry 
in the fall and allowed to fill 
up with moisture but not sod. 
Once the chunks become dry, 
pieces of them lie for years with 
out being put in a proper con- 
dition to’ give up plant food. 
Sod, when wet on the surface, 
is full of all the bacteria of rot 
and decay, and as soon as _ it 
is plowed under it commences 
to ferment if a proper tempera- 
ture exists. 

As stated, a heavy packer 
serves the purpose of pressing 
the furrow slice down to the 
lower soil. A roller, planker. or

accident, and the amount of 
compensation Le insurance in 
the year. is information 


ought to be a valuable uide, 
especially in view of legislation 
that may bé required in the pub 
lic interest, as well as in the in- 
terest of insurance companies, 
‘carrying on such a business, or 
of governments that a un- 
dertake the business under «a 
national scheme. 

As long ago as 1883 Germany 
began to provide for sickness 
insurance, under which persons 
regularly “employed in trade or 
commerce for wages or salary 
not exceeding £100 per annum, 
must be insured; but persons 
who only work intermittently, 
or are in independent positions, 
or soldiers, sailors, or domestic 
servants, etc., are exempt from 
the compulsory provision. — In 
the classes to which insurance 
does apply all wage earners 
over sixteen years of age earn 
ing less than £100 a year must 
be insured and the premiums 
are paid equally by employees 
and employers, and the oo 
ment adds £2 10s. dueranlig 
every pension paid. Four aa 
ago nearly seven millions of 
people received benefits out of a 
total of 12,500,000 in a wage 
earning population of 15,500, 
000 besides 14,000,000 for inva 
lidity and old age and 19,0U0,- 
000 for accident insurance, and 
the amount of benefits paid was 
£30,000,000, for which the Im 
perial ‘Treasury contributed 
£20,000,000. ‘The law in Ger 
many compels employers to ur 
sure aH workers whose earnings 
are less than £150 per year 

In Britain the risk of accident 
is thrown entirely on the em 
ployer who usually covers him 
self by insurance, but the subject 
of national insurance against un 
employment, sickness and inva 
lidity is receiving the considera 
tion of the yovernment, and it 
is not improbable that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
may bring it before Parliament 
in his Budyet speech 

The Canadian census will fur 
nish information that should be 
useful to us in any scheme of in 
surance and compensation 
which may be proposed or sub 
mitted for qonsideration in oF 
out of Parlionnent.

Road. 
Problems 


Every now and then the sta- 
tistican slips out of his hole 
and iurnishes us with a new 
batch of figures. This time he 


has been figuring on the cost of 
hauling. produce on unimproved 
country roads which, he claims, 
costs 23 cents per ton per mile. 
Just hew he reaches this con- 
clusion the statistican does not 
say. No doubt he figures in 
balky horses, broken king-bolts 
defective harness, poor drivers, 
heavy hauling wagons, and 
other considerations. How- 
ever, the man with the pencil is 
quite positive that it costs 23 
cents to haul a ton of farm pro- 
duce one mile over un unim 
proved country road, and in the 
absence of proof to the contra 
ry his figures will have to stand 
He maintains that 10 cents per 
ton per mile would be a fai 
estunate for the cost of hauling 
farm produce to market if the 
auveraye roads were put mm 
yood condition as possible with 
the means at hand. That is to 
say, in sections where pravel is 
available, it would not be a dif 
ficult matter to use it for road 
improvement. Where no yravel

OUR AMERICAN SETTLERS 

Hon. A, C. Rutherford ‘repre- 
sented Alberta at the Imperial 
Educational Conference in Lon- 
don a few days ago and is quo- 
ted by the Metropolitan press! 
as having expressed high appre- 
ciation of the value to Alberta, 
of the American settlers who 
are coming across the Internat- 
ional boundary. He noted the 
fact that they were eager to ex- 
ercise the rights of. citizenship 
in Canada as soon as possible. 
He gave it as his opinion that 
they make good Canadians and 
ood Imperialists and — that 
there is not the slightest dan- 
ger of the Canadian West being 
lost to the British Empire, b 
reason of the so-called Ameri- 
can invasion. 

In these expressions Dr. Ruth- 
erford is heartily in accord with 
western opinion generally. While 
occasionally an undesirable Am- 
erican gets past the immigra- 
tion inspectors at the line, and 
makes either a fool or a nui- 
sance of himself in the outlying 
settlements, yet the rank and 
file of American settlers arriv- 
ing here are good respectable 
ea law abiding and ready 
or British citizenship as soon 
as the law will permit. 


Ohe Placing 
of Children 


The child-placing moyement 
dates back to the days of 
Moses when Miriam, the daugh- 
ter of Pharao, took Moses from 
the bulrushes. He turndd out 
a successful foster- child. 

We do not hear much more of 
the placing-out system until the 
time of the Krasics Eriiasibn 
war when an orphanage was re- 
quired for the use of a hospital 
staff and when the children who 
were confined within its pre- 
cincts were sent to board with 
neighboring farmers. At the 
close of the war it was discov- 
ered when the children were to 
be returned to the orphanage, 
that very few of the homes in 
which the children had been 
placed, were willing to surren- 
der their charges. Germany 
made an important discovery 
and has used it for the benefit 
of her children and her people 
ever since. Numbers of orphan- 
ages were emptied and homes 
found for children under normal 
conditions. 


child-placing movement was 
that of the New York Child- 
ren’s Aid Society, when C.-L. 
Brare began to take children 
from the slums of New York 


and send them to farm and 
village homes. That institu- 
tion has so extended its work 


that at-the present time they 
are sending an average of 700 
children every year chon in 
Western States. The records 
of the society show that there 
over 98 p.c. of success with the 
children so placed. 

The Catholic Home Bureau of 
New York, a society organized 
in 1898 now acts as a placing 
ayent for more than twenty 
different Catholic institutions 
in the cily of New York. In 
the past ten years that bureau 

placed over 2000 children 
Catholie It 
reports a percentaye of success 
nivalling that of the New York 
Children’s Aid Society.

Demonstration Farms : 
are Under H.A. Craig 


Mr. H.. A. Craig, who for the 
past four years has been super- 
intendent of fairs and institutes 
in the province, has_been ap- 
pointed superintendent of de- 
monstration farms by the min- 
ister of agriculture, Hon. Dun- 
can Marshall. Mr. Craig has 
had valuable experience in the 
province, having given a good 
deal of attention not only, to 
the study of live stock, but to 
the study.of agricultural meth- 
ods, for the past four years» He 
is particularly strong on the 
live stock end of farming, which 
will be a very important end of 
the demonstration farms. The 
new superintendent is a gradu- 
ate of the Ontario Agricultural 
College. He spent the terms of 
1900 and 1901, at Guelph, then 
for the following three years he 
farmed at his home in the coun- 
ty of Carlton, going back to 
Guelph for the terms of 1905 
and 1906, in the latter year 
graduating with honors, taking 
the degree of B.S.A. In his 
final year at Guelph he was one 
of the stock judging team that 
won first place at the interna- 
tional exhibition at Chicago.
